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FFA Okays Shiloh Airport 


Opposition Discounted In Study

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) 
— America’s Viking I space 
robot landed gently on Mars 
today and radioed back the 
first pictures taken from the 
planet’s surface — “ in­ 
credible” photos showing a 
sandy, rocky Martian desert 
with a gently rolling horizon. 
T h e 
t h r e e - l e g g e d 
spacecraft rode a cushion of 
rocket exhaust to a gentle 
touchdown in a lowland 
considered one of the best 
places for its instruments to 
conduct the first search for 
life on the red planet. 
The landing on the planet 
more than 200 million miles 
from earth opened a new 
frontier in man’s exploration 
of 
the 
solar 
system . 
President Ford said in a 
telephone call to space 
agency officials the flight 
was “just wonderful and a 
most remarkable success.” 
The initial image from one 
of Viking’s twin cameras 
started coming in at the 
control center at 8:55 a m. 
EDT. The shot looked down 
and showed one of the 
Viking’s footpads. 
It was readily apparent

that the Martian soil was 
littered with rocks. It ap­ 
peared the soil had been 
blown by wind or thrust from 
Viking’s landing rockets. 
A few minutes later, after 
the camera raised its lens on 
command from a computer, 
a broad panoramic view of 
the landscape appeared line 
by line on control center 
monitors. It was late af­ 
ternoon there and the setting 
sun appeared to brightly 
illuminate the distant sky. 
There was no evidence of 
any life forms in the initial 
pictures. But scientists did 
not expect to see any. 
Unlike pictures taken from 
the moon, 
the M artian 
surface did not appear 
pocked marked with sharp 
craters. This apparently was 
a result of wind erosion on 
Mars. The planet has oc­ 
casional dust storms and 
Viking was coated with a 
gray resilient 
paint 
to 
protect it from sand blast 
effects. 
“This is just an incredible 
scene,” said Dr. Thomas 
Mutch, geologist in charge of 
the 
photographic 
ex­ 
periment. “ It looks safe and 
very interesting.”

that the bureaucrats are 
going to have their way, 
regardless of what the 
people want.” 
Ellis went on to say that 
the next step in the fight 
against Shiloh Airport ex­ 
pansion probably will be in 
the courts 
“ I know that there are 
several people in Garland 
who are talking about filing 
suit against the FAA," he 
revealed. “So if that hap­ 
pens, then I foresee a drive 
here and in other areas to 
raise funds for legal ex­ 
penses 
I 
would imagine 
they’ll ask for $1 or $5 from 
families to help pay for the 
battle," he added 
As it now stands, there 
apparently is less than IO 
copies of the FAA statement 
available Boswell said that 
the 119-page evaluation and 
report will be mailed to the 
cities involved, along with 12 
state and federal agencies.

HOUSTON (UPI) - The 
terminal cancer patient, de­ 
pressed and fearful of death, 
often falls prey to charlatans 
and quacks who in growing 
numbers are promoting 
unproven remedies that 
confound researchers and 
cure nothing 
The anguished patients 
and 
families 
shell 
out 
thousands of dollars an­ 
nually for such “ cures" as 
exotic and illegal vitamins, 
cobwebs saturated with 
arsenic, 
tea 
made 
by 
steeping the leaves of the 
c r e o s o t e 
p l a n t , 
detoxification diets and 
miraculous flashing light 
boxes, according to the 
American Cancer Society. 
Researchers condemn the 
cure-alls 
as 
medically 
worthless but agree the 
quacks offer 
something 
federal regulations make 
impossible 
"They offer, because it is 
hope.” said Dr 
Emil J. 
Freireich. 
a 
cancer 
researcher for 25 years. “ I 
would like to offer treatment 
that is hopeful I think there 
is something there. Maybe 
we can discover something.’’ 
In 
the 
meantime. 
Freireich. head of depart­ 
mental therapeutics at the 
M D Anderson Hospital and 
Tumor Institute, and his 


colleagues nationwide, find 
themselves strapped for 
answers and searching for 
developmental drugs to fight 
the disease that strikes one 
in every four persons 
“ The consequences of that 
kind of pressure makes drug 
development 
for 
the 
desperately ill that much 
more essential. These people 
are going to die if we don’t 
get a drug treatment.” 
For Freireich and others 
the problem is the testing 
time required by the Food 
and Drug Administration 
before 
new 
medical 
technology and drugs can be 
applied to humans. In some 
instances five years may 
elapse before a drug is ap­ 
proved 
"This is frustrating to the 
patient. The patients are 
willing to take the risk.” 
Currently the No. I "un­ 
proven 
remedy,” 
the 
euphemism pure resear­ 
chers use in referring to 
quack remedies, is laetrile, a 
derivative of apricot pits, 
also known as vitamin B-17 
or Amygdalin. 
Containing cyanide, the 
drug has been around since 
the 1920s and is touted as a 
cure for all cancer, but 
scientists say it has shown no 
significant anti tumor ac­ 
tivity in years of testing. It 
can be purchased in Mexico, 


but is illegal in this country. 
‘"Hiey (the quacks) are 


recommending things for 
which there is no evidence 
they will help,” Freireich 
said. “ It’s a persistent 
problem. Whenever people 
are frustrated, you have two 
choices — you are depressed 
or you go crazy. You can go 
to Florida and spend dollars 
and be frustrated. The other 
thing to do is do something. 
I’d like to, but I can’t. 


Freireich thinks current 


experimental drugs should 
be introduced to university 
hospitals and cancer centers 
to test on people who are 
looking for a last chance at 
life. 
“ I need to have the 


privilege to move drugs in 
the clinic I think we need and 
the patients agree we ought 
to try. I am an advocate for 
my patient.” 


“ The law has to be fixed so 


that we can care for the 
(cancer) minority. We have 
to worry about cancer 
patients. They are special. 
They have special problems. 
They have to be special for 
the risks they are facing. I 
don’t want to see anybody 
like the FDA weakened. But 
I 
want 
to 
see 
drug 


development enhanced, not 
hampered. They have to help 
us.”

Then, it 
could give you coffee but no 
cup or even, in an apparent 
burst of conscience, coffee 
and 30 cents change when 
you’ve only put in a quarter 
Banks

especially 
timorous about letting the 
public deal directly 
with 
machines. A spokesman for 
Wachovia Bank & Trust Co., 
Winston-Salem, N C., says, 
“People can think of enough 
reasons for complaining or 
even moving their accounts 
without letting a machine 
hurt their feelings.” 
But automatic teller m a­ 
chines are wonderful. They 
save a lot of money and time 
for the bank and they permit 
off-hour 
serv ices 
to 
depositors and 
customers 
that 
otherwise 
would 
be 
prohibitively expensive. 
The 
problem , 
the 
Wachovia people decided, 
was to teach the automatic 
tellers, which they bought 
from NCR Corp., Dayton,

D EAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with the plumbing fix­ 
tures in motel bathrooms. It seems they could standardize the 
faucet handles on the hot and cold water taps. We recently 
spent nine nights in different motels and not one of them had 
the same type fixtures as the others.

D EAR PO LLY — I want to tell Georgia that I have some 
wooden mixing spoons I have used for 25 years. I bleach them 
and wash in soapy water, rinse thoroughly and dry. They are 
still good as new. I have found nothing wrong with bleaching 
them and I do my cutting board the same way. It is sterile for 
cutting fresh meats to go in the freezer. I do a lot of home can­ 
ning and freezing, so to avoid botulism I wash and scald our 
wooden utensils.

DEAR PO LLY — I have a very easy way to remove 
linoleum paste or black scuff marks from linoleum. We laid a 
new floor in the kitchen and in several places the paste dried 
on the floor. I unsuccessfully tried many kinds of cleaners but 
finally rubbed toothpaste directly on without any liquid. It 
removed the spots and left the floor shiny I also use it for 
other kinds of scuff marks. —CAROL SUE. 
D EAR PO LLY — Keep a small pad of paper, pencil and 
some pins on the end of the ironing board. When you find an ar­ 
ticle that needs some repair work, make a note of it and pin to 
the front of the garment. This will eliminate those last minute 
button jobs or the chance of coins or keys slipping through a 
hole in a pocket. Another iron-sew idea is to keep your sewing 
box near the ironing board. Just before you begin to iron a gar­ 
ment, sew an extra button to the inside front facing or inside 
back pockets of slacks or pants. This saves time looking for a 
button when it is needed. —M ARGARET.

Bipartisan economic 
confusion reigns

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Like the Republicans, the 
Democrats are in erratic search of an economic program. 
There is no problem with pious generalities — less un­ 
employment, tax reform, greater exports, trust busting, get­ 
ting the able-bodied off welfare, slashing government waste, 
bringing the bureaucracy into line 
In this, Democratic high-sounding rhetoric is as like 
Republican pronouncements as two peas in a pod 
It s in getting down to details that all are like blind men 
walking down a foggy alley with no exits 
On unemployment, the Democrats have only a government- 
financed employment bill so expensive and so disruptive of the 
economy that some of its most influential endorsers are back­ 
ing away. There is good reason to believe that the proposal 
was introduced only with the certainty President Ford would 
veto. 
In essence, the bill would guarantee a government job to 
hundreds of thousands at rates higher than much of private in­ 
dustry could afford for unskilled and semiskilled labor Even 
research by sympathetic scholars indicates the result would 
be double-digit inflation worse than we’ve just gone through. 
Jimmy Carter has come up with the thought that private in­ 
dustry could somehow be encouraged to provide more jobs, 
but has offered no more than patchwork thoughts on the sub­ 
ject, that is, a temporary government subsidy on wages of 
those about to be let go He does suggest an end to double taxa­ 
tion 
On trust busting, the Democrats are in complete disarray. 
The word has spread through the ranks of the Democratic 
leadership that one way or another the oil companies have 
joined in a conspiracy And that they must be broken up — ver­ 
tically, horizontally, or crossways Pick your Democratic 
bigwig here and take your choice Carter leans toward a look 
at horizontal busting, taking the companies out of coal, 
uranium, geothermal energy — and presumably solar power. 
The Republicans are just as confused, but for different 
reasons They haven’t the foggiest idea what they want to do 
about the big oil firms The little operators seem to be betting 
on Reagan 
Democratic and Republican leaders are earnestly touting 
increases in U S energy production And plans flow like rivers 
out of every doorway. But there’s no agreement on any of the 
proposals 
Virtually none of the plans are based on sound engineering 
and geological studies So that we have no assurance those be­ 
ing seriously considered would be anything more than giant 
boondoggles, even more costly and counterproductive than 
some of the hasty, ill conceived anti pollution regulations, 
designed with the best of intentions to meet real needs, but so 
poorly researcted they end up doing more harm than good. 
Tax reform is in a class by itself. All Democrats and 
Republicans want to close tax loopholes - ail loopholes, that 
is, except those which benefit them and their constituents 
Democrat Carter, interestingly enough, has proposed a plan 
so iimilar to that of Republican Treasury Secretary William 
Simon you would think they had worked it out together — the 
general elimination of deductions and a strong reduction in 
rates But Carter has already been forced to back away from 
this approach, and Simon has no support to speak of for his 
proposal where it counts. 
On governm ent reform , n eith er D em ocrats nor 
Republicans, speak with one voice. Carter, President Ford 
and Ronald Reagan want to eliminate bureaus, rejigger the 
regulatory agencies and wipe out outdated programs. Not so 
Democrats and Republicans in Congress In the end, in these 
matters. Congress makes the decisions, not the president. 
Some administrations back, a prestigious commission under

A wolf in GOP 
Committee clothing?

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Jimmy Carter is about to find 
out that his first 18 months of presidential politics were the 
easiest. All he has had to do so far was weather a Democratic 
fusillade against his accent, his ideas, his birthplace and his 
religion 
Now comes the real fight, with the meanest, 
roughest, most conniving and shameless assault force in 
politics: the Republicans 
It s no telling if Carter is ready, but the GOF is For months 
a team of sewer-stepping young people from the Republican 
National Committee has been searching under every rock in 
Georgia for Carter dirt The task force, reminiscent of the 
Republican organizations which institutionalized Watergate, 
has compiled a roomful of anti-Carter information which in 
weeks to come will be released to the public through leaks, 
whispers and official indignations 
The material is said to be largely an accumulation of alleged 
contradictions in Carter’s statements and activities. For ex­ 
ample, the task force gleefully notes that Carter, who crows 
about morality in government, was so friendly with Spiro 
Agnew that in 1973 he personally urged the former vice presi­ 
dent to stay in office despite charges of corruption against 
him. This story is not new. Carter having admitted it on 
several occasion 
But drawn up in documented form, 
Republicans feel it might negatively impress the voters 
Aside from this small caliber ammunition, the RNC 
snoopers have reportedly uncovered what in essence are 
smoking guns Details are secret,but one Republican familiar 
with the gumshoe operation hints that Carter is most 
vulnerable regarding federal subsidies for his peanut farm 
operation The Republican says the taxpayer cash has been 
substantial and wonders aloud “ if it’s not just possible Jimmy 
has become a millionaire the easy way.”

But in June, the board in a 
formal report to Congress 
said it believed the six recent 
conversions of mutual S&L’s 
to stock companies had 
worked well. The report 
pointed out that in one case 
the 
initial 
stock 
was 
distributed free to the 
depositors. 
Rilander said he felt that 
trend will continue in the 
upcoming conversions. 


Under the plan, citizens 
reaching age 18 — men and 
women — would serve six 
months active duty, in­ 
cluding basic and combat 
training. Most would then 
return 
to 
civilian 
life, 
rem aining in an active 
military reserve, attending 
drills and summer camps for 
the next 5Vi years. 
After 54 years in the 
active m ilitary reserve, 
individuals could transfer to 
standby reserve units in 
their state and receive only 
two-to-four weeks of active- 
duty each year. 
At the age of 35, an in­ 
dividual would be tran ­ 
sferred to inactive reserve. 
At the age of 55 a person is 
discharged and may not be 
called to serve again. 
“There are several advan­ 
tages to this system,” Pit­ 
chlynn 
told 
Congress. 
“ Reserve 
units 
would 
always 
be 
organized, 
trained, and in a high state of 
readiness — ready for any 
contingency. 
“ Volunteers 
recruited 
after the six month training 
can be used immediately to 
fill required active duty 
ranks. The whole thing 
behind UMT is to prevent 
war through readiness.” 
“We can do it.”
